~ "Lord Methuen reports that he 
moTed Saturday at 3:30 a. m. with the 
Ninth brigade, the mounted corps, the 
naval brigade and two liatterles, the 
Guards following with the baggage. 
Near Oras Pan (about 10 miles north 
oilBffliaont, on Um railway line to 
Hbhahwitf,) Boeiv 'WKh six cans 
and two mnrhlne guns opposed him. 
The action began at 6 a. m. Our bat- 
teriea fired shrapnel very accurately 
till the heights ipMmad dear. Then the 
miTal 'brlB«4«'aiM InfaBtry advanced 
to the assault. The fighting was des 
perate until 10 a. m., when the heights 
were carried. The Boers retreated on 
the line, wbari|ilhe Ninth Lancers were 
placed to iatmipt them. The result 
was not known at the time of tele 
graphing. The artillory took Immediate 
advantage of th ' < lu my's retirement 
"Barly in the action 500 attacked our 
rear gaUHi. The brigade met this and 
also protected the flanks.: The naval 

Arrfgade acted with the greatest gal 
lantry and suffered heavily, but no 
particulars ars yet known. 
•^The enemy showed the greatest 
ktubbornesB, and most have suffered 
greatly. Twenty were burled. It is 
known that 31 were killed and 48 
wounded. More lhan 60 horse|i> were 
found dead In one place. Oae battery 
fired 500 rounds. 

"Our force must halt one day at 
Oras Pan' to rest and replenish am- 
munition. The force worked splendid- 
ly; sad ts prepare^ to overcome many 
difficulties. The naval brigade, the 
Royal Marines, the Light Infantry and 
the first battalion of the North Lanca- 
shire regiment especially distinguished 
themselTss. ■ 

'^Regarding Thursday's fight. 81 
Boers killed are accounted for. Sixty 
four wagons were ljurnod. A iarKO 
auantity of powder, 60,000 rounds of 
amtaiimltlon and 750 shells were blown 
up. Commandant Albrecht, chief of the 
Orange Free State artillery, commaml 
ad the Boer artillery. General Rolewy 
was la chief command." 

Letter From Oekieral Joubert. 

Berlin, Nov. 27 — Tiie Deutsche Zel- 
tung publishes a letter purporting to 
OMse troaor Qeneial Joubert, and dated 
at Ladysmith, Oct 27. In which the 
writer says: "Even if we do not sue 
ceed In preventing the concentration 
of Qeneral Sutler's troops, the British 
tnijt wiiX be weakened from natural 
causes to such an extent that hot more 
than 35,000 efllelent^ troop, or 40,00^ at 
the outside, can take the field. The 
ottMrs must be employed to protect 
eothamnioailona. |b tMa>ooniMctloa it 
la l»'h» beme ln mind that not only 
Natal, but Cape Colony, with a base 
of operations Qovsrlst MS.ttUee. neat 
he considered. 

"Oiir bases of supply are at hom« and 
organised on the relay system in three 
dlveettona. To protect these does not 
require 540 men. If the base should 
be seriously threatened, the supplies 
wlU he destroyed. A war of detSMa. of 
which we need not think for a consid- 
erable time, woi^d present far greater 
advantages than an offensive war. We 
are at home in the highlands of the 
Tmnavsad > and ' the Ora*s« rree SUte.

Concern- 
ing the alleged killing of an unarmed 
Filipino by Colonel Metcalf, be says he 
is surprised at the statement made by 
Callahan, who. hs aays. was Ave eom 
panles back from where Metcalf was 
at the time of the killing and could 
know nothing of the matter of his per 
sonal knowledge. Qrogan says he and 
five other privates were detailed to 
bury the dead Flliplnoli «Mer the battle 
of Caloocan on Feb. 10. While he and a 
private from Co. 1 were at work to 
gether, they came upon the body of a 
Filipino with a knife in his hand, who 
seem«d to have fallen While fighting. 
lliH romiianioii.s looked at the body 
and tsaid that it wa.s the one Metcalf 
had shot. He said that tlie fellow had 
been taken priaoner and was unruly^ 
Metcalf stopped to talk with him and 
tried to get hlra to go along. The Fil- 
ipino sprung at him with his bowie 
and would have plunged it into bis 
body had Metcalf not killed him. 

Destructive Southern 8torra. 
DaUas, Nov. 27.— Alarming reports 
come from the lower goU coast ol 
Texas, where a severe storm has been 
raging. The storm was most severe 
in the vicinity of Rockport. A num- 
ber of small vessels have been lost and 
hundreds of cattle have been drowned, 
having been driven Into the gulf by the 
great force of the wind blowing from 
the mainland. Many bouses have been 
deatroyed and it la feared some lives 
were lost Much uneaalness Is (alt for 
hunting and yihhttng partlea.

Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 27.— A quiet 
Sunday brought a hill in the pc ileal 
altuatlon to all outward appearauce.s. 

There was no significant develop- 
ments from the Ooebel headquarters, 
though Goebel and his managers re- 
mained in conference during the day. 
There is a general impression outRide 
that some important move is to bi; 
made by the Goebel aide early this 
week, and it is generally supposed 
that a mandatory injunction suit to 
prevent the election state board from 
counting the vote of Jefferson, Knox 
and Johnson coantles will be part of it. 
though this Is not conflrmed by any 
one In authority. It is doubtful if Gov- 
ernor Bradley would recoKiiize (;oel)cl 
as governor, if given a certificate of 
election by the state election board, 
unless their action was In obedience 
to a ruling of the eonrt. 

Neither Bradley. Taylor nor any of 
the Republican leaders, however, be- 
lieve the court of appeals, In the face 
of its decision in t'se ^elson county 
case, will grant an InJun<:xion, and are 
more confident than ever that the state 
election board will give Taylor a cer- 
tificate of election. In Taylor circles it 
Is claimed that two of the three state 
commissioners, Ellis and Proyer. are 
pure to vote to stand by the vote in 
every county as it appears on the face 
of the returns. 

The court of sppeals. whole bench 
sitting, overruled the motion to dis- 
solve Judge .Tones' mandamus compel- 
ling the court in the Nelson county 
ase. Thla action probably insures Tay- 
lor's election. The m'andamua waa is- 
sued by Judge Joiles of Nelson county, 
compelling the Goebel election officers 
to correct an error In their returns by 
which Taylor lost 1.198 votes. Tlie 
court of appeals is composed of four 
Ooebelltes and three Republicans. 

Quicker DeelslonH Desired. 
Washington. Nov. 27.— The board of 
United SUtee general appraisers baa 

submitted to the* secretary of the 
treasury Its report for the year ended 
Sept. 30, 1899. Particular attention Is 
called to the fact that during the last 
year the board has received 21.870 pro- 
tests arising under the provisions of 
the tariff act of July 24, 1897, and thar 
the number of protests now suspc lulcd 
to await the declaion of the courts on 
analagous Issoeo Is 41,514, of which 
nearly half arise under the tariff act 
of 1897. In 2O,U0O of these suspended 
proteata, it is said, only about a half 
dosen Issues are involved and probably 
not 100 issues are Involved in the 
whole number, nisclaiming any iiur 
po.se to reflect upon the delay of tlie 
courts in deciding customs cases after 
they have paased from the Jurisdiction 
of the board It Is suggested that it 
would be a most desirable consumma- 
tion if a more speedy disposition of 
these cases could be made in tlie cir- 
cuit court, and especially in that for 
the aonthem dfstriet of New York. 

Flag From rierman Kniperor. 
Chicago, Nov. 27.— Dr. Von Holleben, 
German ambassador to the United 
States, In the presence of 2,000 Ger- 
mans, presented a flag sent by Em- 
peror William to the United German 
Soldlera' societies in Chicago. As the 
flag was nnfarlsd, the erewd rose and 
cheered for several minutes, while tbe 
band played the German national air. 
The German ambassador called fur 
three ohesrs for < tbe emperor, which 
were heaKlly given. 1>4 spectators 
rose snd sang ."The Star Spangled 
Banner." 

Fire In a Navy Yard. 

Bo8ton,<Nanr. 27.— The building used 
as the bending shed, one of tbe oldest 
structures in the Charleston navy yard, 
WM daatEoyed by fire. enUilIng a loss 
eatlmated at b'etween $76,000 and |100 
000. The marines at the yard and 
sallora from the Macblas and Wabash 
assisted tbe department In fighting tb* 
flames, and adjelniBf>^roperty which 
Was threatened with d(kgtruotioa wa« 
saved. ■• - 

Result of a Murderous Vow. 
Pott^vlUe. E^, Ifov. 27.— Seven Pol 
Isb miners were convicted of murder 

in the first degree In causing the death 
of Joseph Rutlowskt on September 24 
last at William Penn, this county. Tbe 
trial consumed the entire wsal4 The 
Jury was out all night. The murdei* 
was the result, it Is said, of a vow 
taken by members of a Polish secret 
society of which the dcrcndanta were 
flMmbers.

Aanenness tlM Surrender of tke Frov- 
ince of Kemboaaga^ 

Washington, Nov. 27.— Admiral Wat- 
son has sent to Secretary him ^ fttA' 
Ifying cablegram. 

It Informed him that the entire prov- 
ince of Zamboanga. Island of Minda- 
nao, had suitendered * tmcondltfohaily 
to Commander Very of the Castlne. 
The surrender was made on the 18th 
Inst Admiral Watson's dlspatoh fel- 
towa: 

"Nov. 18 entire province of Zam> 

boanga surrendered to Very uncondi- 
tionally. Delivery of all guns is prom- 
ised. Numerous local chiefs declared 
their loyalty." 

The information contained In Admi- 
ral Watson's dispatch was received by 
the president and his advisers with 
unconcealed aatiafaction The surren 
der of the ^rovlnds of Zamboanga is 
regarded aa' the beglahbig of C^e end 
of the revolution In the island of 
Mandanao, and, it Is believed, will be 
a hard blow to those who are si... en- 
deavoring to maintain tbe insurrec- 
tion Ih the island of Luson. 

On the 21st Inst. Admiral Watson 
cabled the navy department that Com- 
mander Very had captured the city ol 
Zamboanga on the lOtta. He was aided 
by friendly natives and Moroa. and 
was holding tbe town pending the ar- 
rival of reinforcements from Jolo. On 
the same day General Otis informed 
the war department that he had or- 
dered two companlea of Infantry to be 
sent to Zamboanga from Jolo. 

Zamboanga Is the principal city of 
the Island of Mindanao, which Is the 
second largest island of tbe F^ilipplne 
group. Advlcea from Admiral Watson 
indicate that the entire southerb half 
of the island which comprises the 
province of Zamboanga has yielded to 
the American forces and acceded to the 
anthortty of the United SUtse^ 

AnierlciinK Ambiiseitded. 
Manilla, Nov, 27.— Reporta of am 
busfeadsa and skirmishes come from 

every section of the country along the 
railroads. Those districts seem to be 
filled with small bands. I'our men of 
Co. D, NIatb Infantry, were foraging 
beyond Bamban. wuen 20 fe^lpinos 
took them in ambush, killing one and 
capturing three. The Americans re- 
sisted for half an hour. The firing be- 
ing heard, at Bamban, Lieutenant 
Fraser.'wlth a aquad. followed the .-e- 
treating Filipinos several miles. The 
Americans found the body of the 
aoldlef boloed. They burned the hamlet 
where the flght took place. 

Last Council of War. 
Manilla, Nov. 27.— The laat Filipino 
council of war was held by the retreat- 
ing leaders at £>ayambong, on Nov. 13 
in the house now occupied by General 
AiacArtbur. It was attended by Aguln- 
aklo, Flo Del Pilar Garcia, Alejandrl 
no and some membera of tue ao-called 
cabinet. Information has reached Gen 
eral MacArthur from several sources 
to the effect that the council recog 
nlsed the futility of attempting fur 
ther resistance to the Americana with 
united forces and agreed that the Fil- 
ipino troops should scatter and should 
hereafter follow guerilla methods. 

broker's Suggestion. 
New York, Nov. 27.— One of the most 
remarkable interviews ever credited to 
Richard Croker la publlahed here. Mr 
Croker declarea that "anti-trust' 
should be the battle cry of the Demo- 
crats lu 1000. He points out the weak 
ness of the Republican principles and 
openly declarea that McKinley heada 
the greatest tniat on earth— a trust for 
the political exploitation of his coun- 
try and its people. Mr. Croker also 
says 20,000 commercial travelers are 
doing more good toward helping to 
wipe out the trust evil than the Demo- 
crata coul d do with 150.000.00 0 a year.

TO PROTECT OUR RIGHTS IN CHINA. 



la View of Stttlsfuetory I'tterances of 
U. Delea«»c on the Open-Doof 
Policy a Successful Out- 
Is 



Washington, Nov. 27.— In official and 
diplomatic quarters much Interest was 
manifested In the plan put forward in 
London cables of a treaty among the 
great pow^ra .defining spheree ot In- 
fluence in China. 

That anything in tbe shape of a 
formal treaty Is to be made between 
the powera interested in tbe future of 
China as the outcomie of the negotia- 
tions now In progress. Is not believed 
here, though an understanding of a 
less formal nature Is possible. These 
negotiations followed tbe frank re- 
Qoeat of Secretary Hay upon aome of 
the governments which had already 
given bim verbal and Informal as- 
surance of the continuation ot all our 
treaty rights in Chinese territory to 
have theee aglreements reduced to 
form. 

It was not regarded as necessary to 
go beyond that point, and although it 
frequently occurs as the result of in- 
itiating negotiations that the sphere is 
broadened far beyond anything orig- 
inally contemplated, it Is believed that 
such will not be the case now, and that 
there will be no necessity for a gen- 
eral and formal treaty. It would be 
extremely dlfltoolt to frame any such 
convention so as to secure the approv- 
al of the United States senate without 
a protracted struggle that might dis- 
close disagreeable weaknesses In the 
govenunent'a pollclea, and, bealdsa, 
the effort would be aure to arouse op- 
position from the considerable element 
in the United States which is unalter- 
ably opposed to any sort of foreign 
entaglements. Of course this statement 
applies only to the United Statea,' and 
there could be no objection on our 
part to the other powers joining in a 
treaty covering foreign rights in China 
provided there was nothing in the 
agreement obnoxious to our Just and 
proper claims. 

On the whole, having in view th«! 
highly satisfactory utterances in tlie 
French chamber of M. Delcasse, tbe 
Frenbh minister of foreign affairs, 
respecting the maintenance of the 
■'open ilooi " in China, there Is felt In 
offlcial (luarters to be reason for ex- 
pecting a successful outcome ot tbe 
negotiations on this subject opened In 
the United States. 

The Chinese legation views the 
proposition as purely conjectural, and 
tbe Chinese minister. Mr. Wu Ting 
Fang, when hla attention waa directed 
to the matter, regarded It as prepos- 
terous. 

"This is about the most refreshing 
suggestion we have had of later" re- 
marked Mr. Wtt< "What! Can It be 
F> riiiusly proposed that a document 
shall be formally drawn up concern- 
ing int' resis in China, and China shall 
not be a party to it?" ' 

ITTEULY UOITED.

still larger profits in 1890. On an aver- 
age the pricea for giaaa products during 
the last three yeara have been double 
what thev were daring the three pre- 
vious ones. 

"Instead of the dr'anM we should have 
the cheapfsl glass in the world. We have 
the best and the cheapest sand or silica 
and the best and cheapest fuel and lum- 
ber. Soda aah and lime are nearly as 
cheap here aa in Belgium, thongh the 
soda aah producers derive aome benefit 
from protection. Two-thirds of the cost 
of making glaaa, not eonnting the labor 
coat, Ic for foel. Not only have we 
cheaper foel than Belgiuui, but about 
twenty years ago natural igas, the best 
fuel known for making glass, came as a 
godsend to our manntactarers. With 
practically free gas this country should 
have become the chief aeat of the glass 
indnstry. That it did not do so is 
clearly due to the Bepoblican system of 
protection. 

"For window glass alone we have paid 
in the laPt twenty years ahont SlOO.tXX),- 
000 more than we would have paid had 
there been no duty on it."
